3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or fairly suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention in conjunction with all the other limitations of the claims: the code determining 
for determining the code according to a signal applied to an outer pin when the most 
upper code is inputted from the interface as in claim 4; an RFID server for determining 
whether an originally established coding signal is present or not according to the radio 
signal read by the RFID reader as in claim 7; applying a coded signal received by RFIC 
to an ALPU through an ECC and receiving an output signal of said ALPU from said 
ECC unit and applying it to said RFIC as in claim 1 1 .
